Paris, December 25.—Some detalis of 
the result of the Loan of Victory” 
were given by M. Ribot, minister of 
finance, during consideration 
senate Saturday of the appropriation 
bill for the first three months of 1916. 

“The reserves of France are still 
considerable,” said M. Ribot. “We have 
negotiated a loan later than others and 
at this time our resources are coming 
fresh and are well arranged, while the 
others already gre showing signs of 
lassitude. We will overcome what- 
ever difficulties may arise, because we 
have the courage, resolution and con- 
fidence of the country.” 

This statement was greeted with ap- 
plause. M. Ribot then explained that 
a real budget would not be presented 
to the chamber of deputies this year. 
It would be impossible, at least as to 
military appropriations, to give fig- 
ures a year in advance. 

Expenses, M. Ribot declared, were 
constantly increasing. It was nec@s- 
sary to manufacture more for the needs 
of the war and also to advance money 
to Belgium and Serbia. 

Is it necessary to 
taxes?” asked the minister. 
Britain has done so, but she in a 
different position than we.

“There have been eubséribed in the 
capital 14,500,000,000 franes— this de- 
spite the fact that a quarter of our 
country is occupied and has remained 
profoundly disturbed by the war. Pive 
and a half billion francs in cash and 
two billion and a half francs in treas- 
ury bonds have been subscribed. This 
result is entirely to the honor of the 
country. The loan already has been 
classifi ed and will be quoted at a pre- 
mium.“

W ork of Unusual Success Here 


The Social Service and Nurses’ Train- 
ing School of Georgia closed its first 
session on December 17. The sahool 
has been a great success thus far, hav- 
ing had an average attendance of ten 
in the class during the term. The sub- 
jects covered by lecturers have been 
“Hospital Social Service,” by Dr. C. C. 
Aven; “Social Diseases,” by Drs. A. L. 
Fowler, L. M. Gaines, R. R. Daly; on 
Child Welfare,” by Dr. Howard Buck - 
nell; “School Nursing,” by Dr. R. G. 
Stephens, and “Child Placing,” by R. 
B. McCord. In lieu of the practice work 
outlined, the school has studied “What 
the Social Worker Should Know About 
His Own Community,” having studied 
the organization of the olty, the rela- 
tion of the board of health to the com- 
munity, the building laws of the city, 
the official and unofficial charities of 
the city. With this foundation the 
class is prepared to take up the regu- 
lar sociological work as outlined in the 
course. 

On January 3 the sociological section 
of the school will begin with lectures 
by Professor C. L. Fowler, of Cox col- 
lege Associated Charities work, by Mr. 
Joseph Logan, and “Principles and Pro- 


cedufe of Public Health Nursin a 
Miss Chloe Jackson. This part ae the 


portant in that practice work will be 
given daily to the class under the su- 
pervision of a director from the na- 
tional Organization for Public Health 
Nursing. 

This supervisor or director is ex- 
pected to take charge of the school 
the first of January, and it is a mat- 
ter of interest to know that the Social 
Service and Nurses’ Training School of 
Georgia is the only southern school of 
this character, that the demand is very 
great for workers trained in such 
schools, and the establishment of this 
in the heart of the southern states 


means a great opportunity for nurses | 


and others to be trained in social work. 

The secretary has received many let- 
ters of congratulation and commenda- 
tion from national organizations over 
the United States in which it is stated 
that this character of school ig the only 
solution for supplying the local needs 
of the south. 

The directors of the school wish to 
extend their appreciation to the pub- 
lic for its. co-operation and assistance 
thus far in the successful conduct of 
the school. They are hopeful that the 
public will continue to lend its aid | 
here, for in order to accomplish the | 
greatest good to the community, the 
workers employed by the different or- 
ganizations should be persons equipped 
and prepared for just the character of 
work which they are undertaking to 


accomplish.

AMERICAN YIELDED 
NSH TO BULGARIANS 


Douglass Dold Led Throng of 
Young Women to Make 
Terms With Invaders. 


New York, December 26.—It was an 
American who surrendered the city of 
Nish, Serbia, to the invading Bulgarian 
army after the Serbian forces had re- 
treated, according to a story told to- 
day by Douglas M. Dold, of this city, 
who has just returned to his home after 
spending several months in Serbia. 
Dold and his brother, Elliott W. Dold, 
sons of an alienist, left here in June as 
members of an automobile squad at- 
tached to a relief expedition sent out 
to aid the Serbians. Douglass M. Dold, 
who was in charge of the squad, was 
stricken blind at Nish as a re- 
sult of the hardships, overwork and 
privations he endured there and it was 
on this account that he and his aes mae 
returned.

Monotonous Diet for Ger- 
mans in Destroyed Brest- 
Litovsk—Nearly All of the 
City Burned by Retreating 
Russians. |

Brest Litovsk, Poland, November 25.— 
(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.) — On August 26 the Russians 
evacuated Brest Litovsk, after causing 
damage estimated conservatively at 
$100,000,000. 

While three-quarters of the houses of 
the city still burned the Germans moved 
in across pontoon bridges flung over 
the Bug river, and one week later Graf 
W arrived as military governor. 

He and his subordinates have since 
been working approximately eighteen 
hours a day to bring order out of chaos. 
Order they have achieved, but it will 


the city—probably the strongest and 
most important fertress which the Rus- 
sians possessed. 

As was almost universally the case in 
Poland, the civil population had been 
taken along Russiawards by the re- 
treating army. But almost before the 
Germans could commence work of re- 
construction forlorn detachments of the 
former population began to straggle 
back into the city. The refugees for 
the most part were Jews who had been 
hiding in swamps. Many were sick, 


thousands died of malignant diseases. 
With An Iron Hand. 


Graf W proceeded with an iron 
hand. The robber bands that lurked in 


cleaned out. The returning inhabitants, 
if healthy, were put into camps in the 
surrounding country and sternly denied 
access to the city. Thousands of men, 
women and children were sent west- 
ward, accompanied by small detach- 
ments of soldiers. To remain in Brest 
Litovsk spelled starvation, for every bit 
of food had been carried away or 
burned. 

For four weeks Graf W and his 
officers and soldiers lived on pickled 
pork and ate their evening meals by 
pe light of candles stuck in wine bot- 

es. 

Two days before the evacuation of 
Brest Litovsk, Grand Duke Nicholas is 
reported to have declared that the 
fortress never would be taken. The 
Germans themselves, it is said, did not 
believe they could hope to take it un- 
der two months. Aside from its re- 
markable strength it was tremendous- 
ly important because the center of a 
number of railroad lines. 

Originally the fortification consisted 
of a ring of old forts built about 1870. 
With the invention of modern artillery 
these became of slight value and so a 
new outer ring was begun in 1900, and 
in 1912 a series of ten new and abso- 
lutely up-to-date and modern (forts 
with a periphery of 86 kilometers was 
completed. 

The city was additionally strength- 
ened by a set of infantry positions be- 
tween the forts which the German mil- 
itary experts declare are ideal and 
models of their kind. 


Destroyed All Forts But One. 


When the Russians decided to leave 
Brest Litovsk they destroyed all but 
one of their forts. The one still in- 
tact is one of the old, inner ring, and 
valueless. With the forts destroyed 
the Russians apparently went from 
house to house squirting petroleum and 
3 over everything and setting it 
Af ire. 

The higher Russlan officers had 
lived in the so-called citadel, a mile or 
so from the center of the city. This 
they did not destroy, nor some 400 can- 
non and hundreds of thousands of 
shells, The cannon for the most part, 
however, are of an old model. The 
new pieces seem all to have been 
carted away. 

While Graf W~——, a major general, 
took charge of the purely military op- 
erations, Captain Gisevius was installed 
in the city as’ head of the so-called 
“etappen district,“ a section that in- 
cludes most of Brest Litovsk but also 
the surrounding country. He first 
banished all civilians from Brest and 
started little colonies whose members 
were soon engaged in threshing out 
the grain and harvesting the potatoes 
that were all but rotting in the ground. 
A partial food supply for the homeless 
and foodfess fugitives has been sup- 
plied in this way. 


GREEK VESSEL CHASED 
BY TEUTON SUBMARINE 


New York, December 25.—The Greek 
steamer Ioannina arrived today from 
Piraeus and reported having been fired 
on by a submarine when about 85 miles 
off Kalamata, Greece. Captain Hajapis 
said the submarine pursued the steamer 
for some distance before firing a shell 
which fell fifty yards off the star- 
board side of the steamer. 

The Ioannina then stopped and the 
submarine passed close to the steamer, 
but submerged after seeing the Greek 
flaz on the vessel. Captain Hajapis 
said he was not able to tell whether 
the under-sea boat was Austrian or 
German. 

The Toannina encountered a hurri- 
cane on December 21, which. the of- 
ficers described as “going all around 
the compass.“

FOR THE MARINE CORPS 


General Barnett Says That the 
Force Should Be In- 
creased by 7,200. 


Washington, December 25.—An ad- 
ditional 7,200 officers and men are 
needed by the mar corps, in the 
opinion of Major Gene George Bar- 
nett, commandant, as expressed in his 
annual report made public tonight. 
Since the policy of the navy general 
board has been to keep the corps at 
one-fifth of the total enlisted strength 
of the navy, however, General Barnett 
recommends the addition at present of 
only 1,500 men, sixty officers and 
twenty-three warrant officers. Secre- 
tary Daniels has asked congress for 
this enlargement. 

Every year since the Spanish war, 
marines have been sent to maintain 
order in some foreign country, and to 
provide the mobile forces for this work. 
Ship detachments and those on guard 
duty often have been drawn ashore. 

“Based on the experience gained 
from many expeditions,” General Bar- 
nett says, “I am strongly of the opin- 
ion that a mobile force of not less than 
3,500 men should be ‘maintained on 
this coast and one of not less than 
1,200 men on the west coast. These 
forces would also be in readiness at 
all times for service as part of the 
garrison of advance bases, acting as 
supporters to the fixed defense force by 
protecting the base from hostile land- 
ing parties. This duty is of very great 
importance as fortified harbors are 
very vulnerable to this form of attack. 
Approximately 3,000 additional men are 
needed for this purpose.” 

The report shows that General Bar- 
nett recommended two brigadier gen- 
erals for the corps and that Secretary 
Daniels asks for only one in his recom- 
mendations to congress. The secretary 
also reduced the number of majors 
asked for, from nine to six. 

The report shows that .49 per cent of 
the total enlisted strength of the corps 
have qualified as marksmen in rifie 
practice. The full strength of the 
corps on September 30, last, was 344 of- 
ficers and 9,979 men, divided about 
equally between shore and sea duty.

GEORGIA DIVORCE LAWS. 


For some years, now, and four or five 
times each year, Fulton county judges have 
been commenting from the’ bench at every 
term of the divorce, court upon the laxity 
and inefficency of Georgia's divorce laws— 
inefficient, at least, if they were ever in- 
tended to make divorce difficult of attain- 
ment or put it upon anything like absolute 
grounds. 

It was the actor, Nat Goodwin, who said, 
“Marriages may be made in Heaven, but 
they are unmade in Reno.” The remark 
would better have fit Georgia as applied 
to a resident of this state, for any Georgia 
eitizen ean rid himself of his marital bur- 
den right here at home far more speedily 
than he could hope to do by attempting 
to acquire even a six pont residence in 
Reno. 8 

It is the extraordinary number of un- 
defended divorce cases, in the Georgia 
courts, where total indifference is exhibited 
on the part of the absent defendant, that 
has resulted in most comment from the 
bench. Judge W. D. Ellis and Judge John 
T. Pendleton, both of whom have had to 
deal frequently with divorce court cases, 
have taken part in the regular public dis- 
cussion and pointed criticism of the present 
Georgia laws. Judge Ellis went so far last 
summer as to prepare a number of bills 
representing his ideas as to needed revision 
of the present divorce laws and offer them 
for consideration at the regular legislative. 
session.) They were introduced and that was 
all that was heard from them. 

It happens to be Judge Pendleton yo. 
had to deal with the divorce court just 
‘closed, and in suggesting the repeal. of all 
divorce laws for a period of teh years, so 
as to make divorce for that time, at least, 
impossible, he said:

In the week that ended with this Christ- 
mas day there have been three or four nota- 


ble transactions of a kind which will furnish, 


the American people good reasons for Christ- 
mas congratulations and also reasonable 
ground for the belief that the prosperity of 
this year will be maintained and increased 
by the end of 1916.

Waning Anglo-French Credit. 


The release of the Anglo-French loan 
bonds for public trading has still left 
the question as to the success of the 
loan an open one. The bonds sold 
down to a low point of 94%, but later 
recovered, Those who claim that the 
loan was a failure find proof of their 
contention in the declines which have 
been seen; but, on the other hand, 
those friendly to the issue find satis- 
faction in the good support which the 
market for these bonds has met on 
all declines. The latter say that weak- 
ness was only natural in view of the 
size of the issue. , 

Enormous sales have been made in 
the copper metal market recently, with 
home and export buying each on a large 
scale. Most of the purchasing has been 


for delivery durin the second and 


third quarters of 1916, with some sales 


as far ahead as October. As a result 
of the movement prices have been 
vanced to well above 20 cents a pound, 
and 21 cents is expected before long. 

No let-up in activity in the steel mar- 
ket is in sight. Nearly all classes of 
steel production have been sold at full 
capacity of mills fer months ahead, and 
premiums exist for nearly all kinds. 
In some cases as much as $10 a ton 
can be obtained for quick deliveries, 
above the market quotations. The out- 


unfilled tonnages for December, and 
there are some prospects that the 
United States Steel corporation will en- 
ter 1916 with the greatest volume 
of unfilled orders on its books since 
it was organized. 

Cotton and Wheat Outloek. 

A great volume of export buying dur- 
ing the past week has completed the 
route of the bears in wheat, for the 
time at least, and with it has come an 


advance in prices at the leading mar- 
kets to the best levels of the present 
crop year. Owing to the outlook for 
continued buying, also because there 
will be difficulty in moving Canadian 
wheat to market in large’ quantities. 
during the winter, and because Ar- 
gentine shipments will be curtailed by 
insufficient ships, it is probable that 
the present strength in wheat will last 
for some time to come. 

The cotton market has not shown 
any definite tendency, even though re- 
cent 1 reports have been 
bullishly construed. The ginning ie. 
ures of 10,303,253 bales tor the period 
to December 13, 1915, is 3,669,000 4 
behind the corresponding period of 
last year, but it is believed that the 
final figures this year will be even 
more under those 0 the previous crop.

Raisins Great Energy Producer; 
Splendid for Men in Trenches 


Charles Christadoro, an authority on 
the growth and uses of raisins, has 
prepared the following interesting ar- 
ticle on the food valve of raisins: 

The raisin is the queen of all dried 
fruits, the California raisin leading all 
the rest. In an energizing sense, it 
carries into the human system in less 
time, more directly and effectually, 
than does any other food. Grape- 
sugar is always referred to as the 
most quickly absorbed, most easily 
assimilated of all sugars entering the 
human stomach. Oils, fats, butter. 
have more energy in them to the 
pound than has the grape-sugar in 
the raisins, but while the system is 
thinking over, struggling how to turn 
a fat into a system energizer, the 
grape-sugar, the reconstructing protein 
and rebuilding mineral salts in the 
raisin are digested, assimilated and are 
coursing through the veins in the 
form of life-sustaining blood. Any 
aR ots will indorse this state- 
ment.

Regarded heretofore as a nation of 
insects willing to fight only when cor- 
nered, they are now waging warfare in 
which they ask and give no quarter—nor 
hesitate for an excuse to fight.

Indeed, so astonishing is the change that 
we must seriously ask ourselves, says Pro- 
fessor i Paret of the University of 
Paris, .. .cther these highly organized, in- 
telligent insects are not suffering from the 
same psychological upheaval that is afflict- 
ing all Europe. 

Has the world rushed into a portion of 
the ether that contains some vibrations or 
rays or subtle matter that gives rise to 
war madness? 


Maddened by Desire to Kill. 


Else why should tribes of ants hereto- 
fore fairly peaceful grow irritable and pug- 
nacious, while others which have warred 
only for food now seem to be doing it for 
sheer love of fighting? 

The most significant change is one tribe 
of ants, those known as the Hercules ants, 
which have hitherto waged war, but only to 
steal the food or the young of those they 
have attacked. These tiny warriors now 
ignore entirely the food supplies of the 
town they assault. All they seem to want 
io do is to kill. And they return from their 
raids with their little “pinchers” empty— 
except when they are laden with their own 
wounded. Their only object seems to be to 
destroy life. 

Ants have no other arms than their six 
little legs and their little pinchers placed 
on either side of the mouth. These pinchers 
ure very hard and sharp, sometimes needle- 
like on the ends. Last and most important 
of their war outfit is the little bag of ant 
poison—a flaming liquid which they use as 
artillery. The bag containing this poison is 
so placed that to emit it they have to raise 
themselves up on their hind legs. It ean 
be projected a great distance, 
more than two feet. 


Know Value of Rear Guard. 


“I have watched,” says Huber in his 
“Researches Into the Manners and Customs 
of Our Native Ants,” “combats between our 
two species of ants known as the Hercules 
nuts and the Sanguines. The Hercules 
came out of a tree trunk where they had 
their homes and advanced to the very doors 
of the Sanguines. These latter, only half 
‘he size of the Hercules, had the advantage 
of numbers. 

“However, they kept on the defensive.

grabbing at their heads, and, turning their 
lower stomachs toward the chests and 
mouths of their enemies, flooded them with 
their poisons. 

“As soon as they had done this they 
would make off as quickly as possible, but 
they were generally caught between the 
legs of the Herculians. The two antago- 
nists would roll over in the dust, fighting 
with savage desperation. The advantage 


to Purify Sap 


LL plants breathe; they have neither 

lungs nor gills, but pores upon their 
leaves, and through these they take in the 
air that performs upon their sap an opera- 
tion similar to that performed upon the 
blood of animals in the cells of their lungs 
or gills. 

The illustration shows the under sur- 
face of a blade or leaf of wheat greatly 
magnified. The spot-like objects are the 
stomata or pores through which the leaf 
breathes. Each stomata consists of two 
sausage-shaped guard celle joined together 
at the extremities in such a manner as to 
lea ve a very narrow slit-like pore between 
them. 

The stomata open and close in accord- 
ance with the respiratory needs of the 
leaf, thie movement being brought about 
by changes in the curvatures of the guard 
cells, which in turn depend on the tur- 
gidity or water content of the cells. When 
the slit opens it lets in the air to aerate 
the sap. When this is sufficiently aerated 
the slit closes. 


at first was in favor of the larger Her- 
culian, but the unhappy Sanguine generally 
received help from others of his side, who 
would lean over the winning Herculian and 
bite and pinch him most savagely. The 
Herculians were at least beaten off, and 
after that the Sanguines lived a peaceful 
existence.” 


Four Cities Enter Struggle. 

This combat, however, was more of a 
general mix-up than the real organised war- 
fare such as is now being observed. 

Dr. Sanjean, an English scientist, re- 
ports seeing two of the largest “four- 
milieres,” or ant cities, at war with each 


other. What was most unusual was that 
the ants were of the same species and had 
similar cities of about equal size situated 
100 feet from each other. Let the reader 
imagine the prodigious crowd of insects 
that covered the space separating the two 
strongholds for a width of two feet. 

The two armies set out at the same time 
and encountered each other half way be 
tween the two warring states. They evi- 
dently believed in mass movements. 

The masses were fifty feet long and two 
feet wide. What was most impressive was 
the maneuvering for position. It was ab- 
solutely scientific. Thousands of ants would 
rush for any little elevation and from it 


Cats and Dogs Wiser than Horses 


ORSES are generally given credit for 
H. great deal more intelligence than 
they actually possess. Scientific tests phow 
that in wisdom such as human beings 
display, horses are hopelessly outclassed by 
dogs, monkeys, and even by cats. The 
horse can be taught to do certain things 
just because he is too stupid to have ideas 
of his own. Like many human prize pu- 
pils, he can learn but cannot think. 


So far as intelligence goes, psychologica! — 


experiments show that it is practically a 
dead heat between cats, dogs and monkeys. 
The dog has human morals, therefore 
people are apt to assume that he has hu- 
man logic. But the cat, say certain per- 
sons, in sheer brains stands next to man. 
He has the adaptive intelligence that 
makes him equally at home in parlor or 
wild woods, and gets him a living any- 
where. A cat, it is argued, can think faster 
and take care of himself under more dif- 
ferent conditions than any other living 
thing except man. 

Monkeys, undoubtedly, seem more in- 
telligent than they really are because they 


resemble human belngs in actions and out - 


ward appearance so much more closely 
than other animals. Some scientists main- 
tain that although the monkey may be 
really no more intelligent than the cat or

3,000,000 Candle 


Power Lamp

It is claimed that the new 
lamp is light enough to be carried aloft in 
an airship.

Made Prisoners of War.

New Apparatus 


Y THRE invention of an adjustable ther- 

mostatic controller which is intended to 
be attached to a steam or hot water ra- 
diator a simple means of maintaining a 
room at a nearly constant temperature has 
been devised. The plan of the instrument, 
says Popular Mechanics, is such as to make 
it possible to keep separate rooms in a 
house at different temperatures when ill 
ness or other conditions make this desir- 
able. 

The device is only a few inches in height 
and is not objectionable in appearance. The 
thermostat consists of two corrugated silver 
disks which are hermetically joined. The 
hollow space provided between these drums 
is filled with a gas, the expansion and con- 
traction of which turns on and off the 
steam when the heat in a room drops below 
or rises above predetermined points. 

A shield is provided which protects the 


tested and remained a long time in the bal- 
ance. 

However, toward noon the battle front 
had gone almost ten feet nearer one of the 
groups, so Dr. Sanjean decided that ground 
had been gained and one side was winning.

A new development that still further re- 
sembies the present war was recently ob- 
served by Professor Paret between the San- 
guines and the Fauves, or wild ants. When 
the Sanguines were attacked by the Fauves 
they formed into groups and awaited the 
onslaught at some distance from their nests. 


Follow German Tactics. 


The Fauves advanced in regular masses, 
each mass followed up by others, precisely 
as the Germans did. Parties of the San- 
guines waited in ambush and would rush 
out to surprise the attacking legions. They 
advanced, nevertheless, but when they had 
come up far enough on the ground selected 
by the Sanguines these latter sent messen- 
gers hurriedly back to the village and an- 
other army marched out and hurried up to 
attack the aggressors. 

These tried to retreat, but the groups of 
the Sanguines barred the way until their 
re-enforcements arrived and the Fauves, 
taken between two armies, were badly 
beaten and few succeeded in getting away 
to return to their own camp. The victors 
followed on and drove out and dispersed 
even the last few Fauves. This battle was 
originally caused by a question of “bound. 
aries.” The nests of the Sanguines and the 
nests of the Fauves followed a straight line, 
and where they touched there always had 
been little quarrels between individuals and 


among groups, 


Ants Have Standing Armies. 


M. Hanhart, the great Swiss scientist, 
declares that certain species of ants have 
their regular trained military organiza- 
tions. The Fusca ant and the Rufa ant, 
gays he, now march and maneuver with 
the greatest precision. They have their 
different companies and drill even in times 
of peace. The Fusca ants advance in a 
great column four to five yards long. 
flanked by different corps composed of 
squares of from twenty to sixty combatants.

WOMEN AT THE HAGUE. 

Nomen at the Hague, the International 
Congress of Women and Its Results, by three 
very prominent women, discusses a subject 
that is of special interest at this time.

organizations and clinics as rapidly as 
possible in the towns of Georgia. The 
Raoul Foundation is working in har- 
mony with and along the same lines as 
the state board of health, the Atlanta 
Anti-Tuberculosis association and other 
independent organisations of the Kind 
in the state. 

The sale of Christmas seals this year 
in Georgia has reached a propor- 
tion exceeding all past seasons. The 
original order for Georgia for this 
year was 2,200,000 seals, and it has 
since become necessary to order 250,000 
more, giving Georgia nearly two mil- 
lion and a half seals, all of which will 
probably be sold between now and the 
new year. Of the money thus raised 
in Georgia 90 per cent will be used in- 
side this state for anti-tuberculosis 
work. Every city, town and hamlet 


has its committees or organisations 
selling seals, and ead @fvidual lo- 
cality retains 80 per cent of the amount 
raised for its local use. Ten per cent 
is sent to the state headquarters for 
state use and the other 10 per cent goes 
to the national headquarters for the 
actual expenses incident to making 
and sending out the seals. 
Organizations Aiding. 

Many special organizations have do- 
nated their work in the selling of the 
stamps, such as the Ad Men's club in 
Atlanta, the King’s Daughters in Sa- 
vannah and the women's clubs in Au- 
gusta and Columbus, while in the 
emajler towns three methods have 
been found most successful, vis: the 
sale by public school children, sale by 
Sunday school classes and sale by le- 
cal women’s clubs. 

A big stick that eeems to be larger 
than any of the others and more pow- 
erful in its pressure upon the neck of 
the consumption monster is one that 
is labeled “education.” It is this

Over and above all of the other 
forked sticks that are holding down 
the tuberculosie snake, and, as it 
were, uniting all of the others, is a 
big weapon which is known as the 
Anti-Tuberculosis association. It is 
this one club, co-ordinating as it does 
all of the other agencies that are 
fighting this plague, that is in itsel" 
the most powerful weapon that is be- 
ing wielded against the demon con- 
sumption. Red Cross seals furnish 90 
per cent and more of the support of 


the 1,200 anti-tuberculosis associations 
of the United States. 

Secretary Faulkner, who came to At- 
lanta with an established reputation 
as one of the greatest constructive 
anti-tuberculosigs workers in America, 
0 personally directing the campaign 
of education by lectures, literature and 
other methods—a campaign which he 
hopes to continue on a larger scale 
every year.

THE BUBBLE. 


HE new house of representatives, 
elected in the autumn of 1832, 
was now controlled by General 
Jackson's friends, and supported him. 
The senate, on the contrary, still stood 
against him, led, as before, by Mr. 
Clay, Mr. Webster and Mr. Calhoun; 
and spread upon its minutes a public 
and formal censure, in which it earn- 
estly condemned both the dismissal of 
Mr. Duane and the removal of the de- 
posits. 

General Jackson replied in an equal- 
ly formal protest, which ran hot and 
imperious. 

It spoke his whole theory of con- 
etitutional obligation; his resolution 
to be bound by neither court nor sen- 
ate, nor any precedent whatever, but 
only by his own conviction of duty as 
a representative of the people under 
the constitution. 

The contest was ended. The Bank 
of the United States quietly made 
ready for the expiration of its charter, 
and when it came (1836) accepted in 
its stead a charter from the state of 
Pennsylvania. 

But the effect of what the presi- 
dent had done had by no means pass- 
ed or spent iteelf. 

General Jackson had said that the 
Bank of the United States did not give 
the country a stable currency. 

The country had an opportunity to 
sec for itself what service it had ren- 
dered when its check was withdrawn. 
It was no sooner discredited than the 
old inflation of bank note issues came 
again, with wider range and play of 
destructive force than ever. 

The “pet banks,” as they were 
promptly dubbed, to which the depos- 
its of the government had been trans- 
ferred, were selected upon party prin- 
ciples--were one and all “democratic 
banks” in the south and west, wi 
directors were of the president's party. 

Their number was fixed by no law 
or principle, and began from the out- 
set to be added to from time to time.

patronage of the government for banks

Business had been sound and pros- 
perous until this new policy which 
upset the bank came to disturb it, and 
the government had shared the prof- 
its of the merchant and the manufac- 
turer. By the close of the year 1886 it 
was entirely free from debt. The rev- 
enues thich filled its coffers could 
not be reduced. They came chiefly 
from the tariff duties as fixed by the 
compromise act of 1833, and that was 
a pledge of peace between parties 
which no man cared to alter. 

Rather than keep surplus piling 
upon surplus, accordingly, congress 
ordered (June, 18386) that on and after 
the first of the following January all 
Surplus funds over and above five mil- 
lions should be distributed, quarter by 
quarter, ene the several states, as 
loans without interest which congress 
might at its pleasure recall. 

ot a few of the pet banks found 
themselves considerably embarrassed 
to meet the drafts upon them by 
which the quarterly distributions were 
made; but the states found speculative 
schemes to put the money into quite 
as readily as individuals did; the 
movemem of business was not disturb- 
ed; and before the year was out there 
were no more such disbursements to 
be feared. 

Only three quarterly payments were 
made—a total of twenty-eight million 
dollars. After that there was no sur- 
plus to distribute.

ENERAL JACKSON had a very 

sturdy and imperative sense of 

right and honesty in all money 
matters. He believed gold and silver 
to be the true constitutional currency 
of the country, he said. 

He demanded of the pet banks that 
they should keep specie enough to 
cover at least a third of their circula- 
tion, and that they should issue no 
notes of a lower value than §20. 

He increased the output of the mints 
and tried by every means to force coin 
inte circulation. He had no idea o 
lett the country try again the fata 
experiment of an irredeemable paper 
currency, if he could prevent it, and 
when he saw the fever rising in spite 
of him he tried a remedy as drastic and 
wilful as his destruction of the Bank 
of the United States. 

S ulation and hopeful enterprise 
h had an extraordinary effect upon 
the sale of the public lands. 

In 1834 the government had received 
less than five millions from that source, 
In 1835 the sum sprang up to more 
than fourteen millions, and in 1836 to 
nearly twenty-five millions; and the

rency of thnumerable unknown banks.

He pressed Bpae the new govern- 
ment of Louis Phillippe in France, and 
upon the other governments as well 
which had been at fault in the matter, 
the claims of the United States for 
depredations unlawfully committed 
upon American commerce during the 
Napoleonic wars, and the claims were 
recognized and paid. 

He moved straight and openly upon 
every object he desired, and his very 
directness seemed to add dignity and 
scope to the government over which 
he presided.

PANIC. 


HE democrats wére at last a verita- 
ble party; Mr. Clay’s friends were 
only part of a party.

nsensibly, when power came to it, 
and the heartening breath of success,

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honest moderation, while all things 
went their natural course, unpetted and 
unhampered. 

It faced a crisis with principles nega- 
tive and opposed to action, and yet 
faced it undaunted, advocating only a 
safe withdrawal of the government 
from the field of danger. 

Within two months after Mr. Van 
Bureén’s inauguration General Jackson's 
“specie circular’ had done its work. 

A sharp financial crisis racked the 


business of the country from end to 


end, and brought with it a panic stub- 
born and hopeless, which seemed for 
ane together as if it had come to 
stay. 

It had been strain enough that the 
money market had had to accommo- 
date itself to the preparations of the 
Bank of the United States for the 
winding up of its business, and to the 
distribution of the surplus among the 
States. 

There had been a rapid increase, be- 
sides, in the volume of imports since 
1832, and considerable sums of specie 
had to be sent out of the country to 
meet the balances of international 
trade. 

The specie circular had come with 
cruel opportunities. Bankers and bor- 
rowers alike had been reckless; credit 
was already out of breath. 

When the great sums of paper that 
had gone west for the purchase of 
lands from the government came sud- 
denly back by the hundreds of thou- 
sands for redemption there was instant 
collapse and panic. 

Most of the banks had no specie and 
were utterly unprepared to redeem 
their notes; those that had specie could 
afford no relief—had themselves too 
little to take care of their own notes. 

There was a universal suspension of 
specie payments, and credit was dead 
at a stroke. 

There had been signs enough of what 
was about to happen before the end 
came. A feverish rise in prices had 

receded it. The price of flour, which 

ad been but five dollars in 1834, had 
shot up to eleven dollars per barrel 
during those first uneasy months of 
1837; the price of corn had arisen from 
fifty-three cents per bushel to a dollar 
and fifteen cents, and in February and 
March there had been bread riots in 
New York. : 


| SPECIE 
PAYMENTS. 


N May 15th the president issued 

a call for an extra session of 

congress, to be convened on the 
first Monday of September. 

He had, it turned out, nothing to pro 
pose except that the 93 of the 
government should be looked to. 
had gone down with 
2 rest, and it was necessary that the 
government should secure its revenues. 

Mr. Van Buren had no thought of re- 
ceding from the policy of the specie 
circulars; on the contrary, he had him- 
self, amidst the very signs of acute 
and oor gene distress, issued a simi- 
lar order with regard to the transac- 
tions of the postoffice. 

He stood stubborniy for specie pay- 
mente, banks or no banks, and had — 
gressive spokesmen at his 2 n 
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Mr. Benton was no partisan of the 
administration; he was too intense an 
egotist to be any president’s personal 
adherent or spokesman. But he, al- 
most alone amongst public men of ex- 
perience, had encouraged General Jack- 
son to put forth the specie orden and 

e was now ready to give the admin- 
istration his hearty support in the 
maintenance, so far as the government 
was concerned, of specie payments. 

The president and his spokesmen had 
nothing to propose for the relief of 
business. 

He believed, as Mr. Calhoun did, that 
palliatives would only prolong the un- 
avoidable misery of readjustment and 
the return to sound methods of busi- 
ness, the substitution of real for ficti- 
tious values and of production for 
n and that bad as they were, 
things would right themselves more 
quickly and more wholesomely with- 
out the intervention of legislation than 
by means of it. 

His plan was, to cut once for all the 
connection of the government with the 
banks, and provide for the custody, 
handling, and disbursement of the rev- 
enues by the treasury alone. 

For three years, through two con- 
gresses, he fought doggedly for his 
purpose; and won at last in midsum- 
mer, 1840. 

Then he got exactly what he wanted. 
An “independent treasury act,” signed 
July 4, 1840, provided that the treasury 
of the United States should itself sup- 
ply vaults and places of deposit for the 
revenues, at ashington and at other 
cities appointed for their receipt; that 
all federal officers charged with their 
receipt, safe keeping, or disbursement 
should be put under proper and suff 
cient bonds for their careful and hon- 
est use and custody; and that all pay- 
ments thereafter made either to or by 
the United States should be made in 
gold or aiver only. 

It had not been r to bring the 
first congress of Mr. Van Buren's term 
to accept this scheme. Twice adopted 
by the senate, now at last democratic, 
it had been twice rejected by the house, 
where a section of the democratic ma- 
gority | united with the whigs te de-

Meanwhile the president had been 
obliged to do without law what he 
wished congress to authorize by law. 

The banks of deposit had suspended 
to be done 
ut to direct the agents of the treas- 
to k and account for as beet 
— the moneys which came into

hand, virgin and inexhaustible. 

It was then that railways began to 
be built and steam boats put upon the 
rivers; and the great spaces of the 
continent began to seem no longer in- 
superable obstacles to the growth men 
had dreamed of and strain after ever 
since the landing at Jamestown.

But 22 steam was 
brought into use for the propulsion of 
cars also, and within five years (1838) 
no less than thirty million dollars had 
been invested in railroads. Before the 
crisis of 1887 came more than four- 
teen hundred miles of railways had 
been constructed, and — the time Mr. 
Van Buren went out of office (18417 
there were more than three thousand, 
the crisis notwithstanding.
